NOT AT 
THE TOP 
LEVEL 


Altona's city library needs 
a bigger building and more 
staff to provide an efficient. 
service to the community. 


The city librarian, Miss Cynthia 
Paltridge, said this yesterday. 


She was commenting on the We- 
study Survey, which found libraries in 
the western region are well below the 
minimum standards set by the Lib- 
rary Association of Australia. 


Miss Paltridge said: “Although Altona library 
does not meet this standard, I doubt whether 
there’s one library that does. 

“Some areas are closer to the ideal standard than 
others, though, ie 

“Qur library does not meet these standards in 
book stock, staff or building size.” 

Miss Paltridge believes libraries are getting be- 
yond the financial resources of local government. 

“Libraries. must get Federal money if they are 
to survive and expand,” she said. 

“J don’t care if the money comes through the 
State Government or direct from Canberra as long 
as it gets to the libraries. 

_*A regional library authority would probably 
help to get this finance.” 

Miss Paltridge added: “I believe libraries’ should 
be made more relevant to the needs of the com- 
munity. 

“They should take services out to-the people 
rather than expect people to come to them. 

“A good library of the future will be more like 
a community complex with places for meetings, 
for migrant English lessons — in fact for all types 
of communication.” 

Altona. library already has cassettes and art 
prints available for loan but lack of space is 
preventing expansion of its audio-visual services. 

The Westudy Report highlights an urgent meed 
for improvements in library and other information 
resources in the area. $ 

It shows that people in the western suburbs use 
libraries lesS than people in the east. 

The report recommends the setting up of a 
regional information and library authority. 

The Western Region Commission’s executive 
secretary, Mr. John Thompson, who released de- 
tails of Westudy this week, said an. information 
and library authority would co-ordinate the plan- 
ning, financing and operation of information ser- 
vices in the region, 

The Westudy findings will be discussed at a 
conference, on information and library services on 
June 11 and 12, :
